Grand Pageant in New York 
Harbor, 


An Imposing Procession of. Warships 
and Other Craft. 


One Million People Gaze Upon the 
Magnificent Scene, 


The Harbor a Forest of Bonting from 
the Lower Bay Far Up the Hadson— 
The Night Festivities Grand 
Beyond Description, 


By Telegraph to The Times. ; 

New York, Oct. 11,—jBy the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Yesterday the people of 
New York, Brooklyn and Jersey City 
turned out and lined up along Fifth 
avenue to witness the parade of school 
children in honor of the Columbian an- 
niversary. Today they lined up on each 
side of that greater, grander thorough- 
fare, the Hudson River, to witness an 
imposing naval parade. Thecity was 
buried in bunting, and the fashion ex- 
tended to the sight-seers themselves, 
almost every one displaying the national 
colors on the lappel or elsewhere as a 
personal adornment. All parts of these 
cities surrounding Néw York harbor, 
except those bordering on the route of 
the parade, were almost deserted. It is 
estimated that not less than 1,000,000 
people, massed on both shores from the 
Battery to Grant’s Tomb, witnessed the 
stately procession as it moved grandly 
up the broad waters of the majestic 
Hudson River. 

The start was made at 12:30 o'clock 
from Gravesend Bay in three columns 
$00 yards apart. The foreign war ves- 
sels occupied the center withthe United 
States vessels on either side asan es 
cort. Asthe line entered the Narrows 
a salute of twenty-one guns was fired 
from either shore. 

The order of the parade was as fol- 
lows: Patrolling flotilla, manned by 
naval militia of New York to clear the 
way; naval division, consistingof the 
U.S.S. Miantonomah, United States 
flagship Philadelphia, French flagship 
L’Arethusa, U.S.S, Atlanta and Dol- 
phin, French gunboat Hussar, coast 
survey steamer Blake, U.S.S. Vesuvius, 
Italian cruiser Bausan, U.S.S. St. 
Mary’s, revenue steamer Grant, Span- 
ish cruiser Infanta Isabel, lighthouse 
steamer Amenia, revenue steamer Dex* 
ter, U.S.S. Cushing. 

A special escorting fleet followed the 
naval division. The first division of it 
was composed of the fire and dock de- 
partment boats and fifteen yachts. In 
the second division were seven- 
teen municipal boats and seventeen 


yachts; in the third division, twelve , 


steamboats; in the fourth, fourteen 
steam and ferrv-boats; in the fifth di- 


vision, twenty-five steamboats and 
tugs; in the sixth, twenty-two 
tugs; inthe seventh division, twenty- 


six propellers, steamboats and tugs; in 
the eighth division, twenty-five tugs 
and propellers; inthe ninth division, 
eight merchantmen; in the tenth divi- 
sion, fourteen merchantmen and eleven 
floats, illustrating the progress in ship- 
building since the days of Columbus: 
Last came the fleet of the Naval Re- 
serve, consisting of sixteen tugs, di- 
vided into four squadrons. 
MAGNIFICENT SCENES. 

Never before was the shipping in the 
harbor so profusely decorated as today. 
The forests of [masts on both the North 
and East rivers hung full of fluttering 
flags, and when the anchors of the war 
fleet were weighed and the command of 
Commodore Erben communicated by 
signal to the vessels to move down the 
stream to the rendezvous below the 
Narrows, salute after salute rang out 
in deep diapason or shrill roar of steam 
crafts, while colors were dipped in 
honor of the passing men-of-war. The 
spirit of the carnival was abroad in all 
the waters of the beautiful harbor, 
ocean steamers, barks, fishing schoor- 
ers, tugboats, ferryboats, excursion 
steamers, and even lumbering light- 


ers, ‘pile drivers, grain elevators 
and alt odd and shapeless. craft 
seen about. rivers;- being bright 


with bunting. As the parade ad- 
vanced up the river, the tugs of the 
Naval Reserve were kept busy driving 
back excursion boats and other craft. 
One small low-lying craft, that easily 
eluded the efforts of the officers to keep 
foreign elements out of the parade, 


danced like a flash of light upon the} 


green waters of the harbor. It darted 
in and out at will among the staid old 
war-ships, passing them as though they 
were atanchor. Even the bare-legged 
urchin, dangling out on the string- 
piece, knew this fairy-like craft. Ashe 
imparted his know ledge to his compan- 
ions, so did others in different grades of 
life point out the little yacht as the 
Vamose, William R. Hearst’s wonderful 
water thoroughbred. The hilly shore- 
front of Bay Ridge was thronged with 
people who viewed the procession from 
that coign of vantage. 
hotels along the shore were gay with 
decorations and black with people. 
VIEWED FROM RIVERSIDE PARK. 
That Riverside Park was. one of the 
best places from which to view the 
parade was appreciated by fully 100,- 
000 people, many of whom took up po- 
sitions on the grassy slopes in the early 
morning, long before the many vessels 
participating started from the upper 
bay. From the bluffs an uninterrupted 
view of the Hudson could be obtained. 
Underneath the grassy slopes, bclow on 
the rajlroad tracks, thousands of peo- 
ple stood and watched ard waited, 
while others sought seats on cars that 
gave them a mere commanding view of 
the scene. When the vauguard of the 
parade finally appeared enthusiasm 
reached the highest pitch. Almost 
every third person carried a field glass, 
and these were leveled incessantly at 
the ships as they glidedup the stream 


amid the booming of cannon and veait- | 


erous applause of the crowds. 

The most distinguished party of ‘the 
naval parade was on the steamboat 
Howard Carrol, the craft used by the 
Naval Committee. Vice - President 
Morton, Secretary Tracy and Secretary 
of the Treasury Foster were aboard. 
Gov. Flower and staff and Mayor Grant

| Minister to Chile; Tsui Kwo Yin, the 
Chinese Minister: Sefor Romero, the 
Mexican Minister; Charles de Struve 
the Russian’ Minister; Baron Fava, the 
Italian Ministér; Mavroeni Bey, Turk- 
ish Minister; Sir yre Shaw of London, 
Gen. Horace Porter and Mrs. Porter, 
Mrs. U. S. Grant and Jesse Grant. It 
was expected that ex-President Cleve- 
land would join this party, but he did 
not. Cleveland came up from Green- 
wich on Benedict's yacht, the Oneida. 

As the parade passed the Battery 
Park another salute of twenty-one guns 
was fired. Then the mighty host along 
the shore began tocheer, and as the ma- 
jestic protession continued its course. 
up the river the cheers swelled toa 
mighty roar from hundreds of thousands 
of throats, When One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth street was reached, the 
boats cast amchor and Mayor Grant, 
with the municipal cuests, passed along 
the line amid the booming of cannon, 
and the parade was at an end. 

THE EVENING FESTIVITIES. 

At 8 o'clock this evening the parade 
ofthe united Catholic societies was 
started at Fifty-nint! street and Eighth 
avenue. They marched to Broadway [ 
and Fourth street. where the parade 
disbanded. There were 25,000 Catho- 
lies in line, under command of Fathers 
Keefe and Dowling. Archbishop Cor- 
rigan reviewed tlhe parade as they 
passed the orphan asylum. 

in the Seventh iegiment armory the 
German singing societies held festival. 
There were ovér 400 voices in the 
chorus. 

Fireworks were displayed on the 
Brooklyn bridge beginning at 10:30 
and lasting until midnight, the display 
being gorgeous. There were illumina- 
tions in the shape of Chinese suns, six 
feetin circumferenée and of an illumi- 
nating power which enabled them to be 
seen twenty-five miles. Asawind up 
to the eveningthere wasa second fall 
of Niagara, oceupyirg the length of the 
bridge from tower to tower.

SALUTED WITH PNEUMATIC GUNS. 

For the first time in history a pneu- 
matic gun was fired asa salute today. 
This was when the dynamite cruiser 
Vesuvius, following the signal from the 
Philadelphia to, salute Forts Wadsworth 
and Hamilton, responded with her pnen- 
matic guns,‘and surprised the whole 
fleet—not only the visiting warships, 
but the America: men-of-war as well. 
The salutes from the Vesuvius were as 
rapid and..sure in their action as the 
secondary sic the cruisers, and 
belched roar made the 
rapid-fire guns sound like pistols. 

ACCIDENT ON A CRUISER.

GEN. MILES’S REPORT, 


Results of His Inves igation into Frauds 
on Indians. 

Wasainaton, Oct. 11,.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Gen. Miles has submit- 
ted his annual report for the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri. He says that 
inspection reports fromthe different 
posts show that the troops are in a good 
state of discipline and efficiency. Gen. 
Miles says regarding the dissatisfaction 
among the Cheyenne and Arapahoe 
Indians on ,accoumt of the deduction 
of $67.500 for so-called attorneys’ 
fees, from money due the Indians in 
payment for the reservation opened to 
settlement, that he directed investiga- 
tion to be made by Capt. Lee. Capt. 
Lee, in his report, said the payment of 
the money was stained with misrépre- 
sentation, fraud and deceit and was an 
outrage upon the Indians. 

Gen. Miles earnestly renews the: rec- 
ommendation madein his last annual 
report for av appropriation of $850,- 
000 for the mobilization of 10,000 reg- 
ulars and 90,000 State troops at the 
World’s Fair.. He- further urges the 
appropriation of $1,500,000 for trans- 
portation, camp expenses, equipments 
and other expenses connected with the 
proposed encampment. . 


Explosion in Paper Mill. 

Oxono (Me.,) Oct. 11.—Two large 
digestors. in the Bangor Pulp and 
Paper Company’s mill exploded this 
morning, causing a loss of two lives and 
injuries more or less serious to six per- 
sons. Richard Zein was killed outright.

THE MICHIGAN CASE, 
Its Peculiar Electoral Law Before the 

Federal Supreme Court, 
Wasninoton, Oct. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Argaments in the case 
to test the constitutionality of the 
Michigan law providing for the choice 
of Presidential electors by Congress 
districts. which came up on appeal 
from the Michigan Supreme Court, were 
begun in the United States Supreme 
Court today.

In his -argument-against the law, 
Henry M. Duffield relied principally 
upon the contéfzion that the Miner 
Act is in violation of tne fourteenth 
amendment to the Constitution. 
Messrs. Champlin and Kirschner, in 
arguing for the law, raised as a first 
point the question of jurisdiction, de- 
claring that the form in which the case 
came up was not reviewable in the 
Federal court, but onlyin a State court. 

Attv.-Gen. Miller said: 

It is one of the most hopeful signs of the 
times that courts are arousing to the fact 
that if the rights of the Ople are 
to be preserved thev must be preserved 
by the observance and enforcement 
of the laws, and the law must take by the 
wrists political bosses who, assuming that 
the questions are purely political, are com- 
mitting grand larceny with the rights’ of 
the people. In saying this lam not raising 
itasapartisan, I am perfectly aware that 
the people are robbed by an unjust appor- 
tionment by the party to which I belong as 
well as by the party to which [ am op.

Discovery of a Secret Circular Issued to 
Postimasters. 

WasHINGTON, Oct. 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The United States 
Civil Service Commissioners today 
made public the statement that a blank 
book, purporting to have been sent out 
by the Republican State Committee to 
the postmaster at Withey, Mich., has 
been brought to their attention. It re- 
quests the postmaster to furnish a can- 
vass of patrons of his office with infor- 
mation as to their former and present 
politics and as to the papers they take, 
together with recommendations as to 
what papers should be sent them. ‘The 
postmaster is further informed that he 

is expected to consult prominent Re- 

ppublicans of his locality as to the work, 
but to keep his labors from becoming 
public. 

The statement says that the commis- 
sion has also received information a 
requests of this kind were made by 
litical committees, not only in Michigan 
but elsewhere. 

‘Services of the kind requested,”’ 
says the statement, ‘‘are clearly polit- 
ical services, and to render them is 
contrary to the postal regulations. 
With this, however, the commission has 
nothing to do, but it feels duty-bound to 
inform all postmasters and all other 
public employés in Michigan or else- 
where thatthe civil service law ex- 
pressly provides that no person in the 
public service is under-any obligation 
to render any political service.’’

LOSING ITS LAND. 


The Southern Pacifie Forfeits Thous- 
ands of Acres. 


Negligence and Defective Filings Costing 
the Company Much of [ts Hold- 
ings tn California—A Land 
Office Kaling. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuixaton, Oct. L1—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Animportant roling was 
made by the General Land Office yes- 
terday. Through either the negligence 
or incompetency of the Southern Pacific's 
Washington land attorneys thousands 
of acres of landin California, held as 
indemnity selections by the Southern 
Pacitic, is forfeited by the latter by 
reason of defective filings, and its en- 
tries will be cancelled unless the rail- 
road can succeed in straightening out 
its land affairs, which are said to be in 


a very bad fix. Forty thousand acres 
of the company’s indemnity lands in 
California were cancelled yesterday, 
8200 being in the Visalia district and 
30,000 in the Independence district. 
The General Land Office today sent a 
letter to Henry Beard, Washington land 
attorney for the Calitornia and Oregon 
Railway Company, in which Commis- 
sioner Stone said: 

In reply to your verbal request to be in- 
formed as to what lists, if any, of your 
pending indemnity selections are defective 
or invalid under the department require- 
ments, [have to advise you that a hasty 
examination of those now pending shows 
that all, with twoor three exceptions, are 
defective for want of proper specification 
of losses, while some are absolutely in- 
valid for want of any specification what- 
ever. The amount embraced In these lists 
aggregates 500,000 acres, while some- 
thing like 180,000 acres are now 
pending on appeal by the company 
from rejection by the local officers. 
which areinthe same condition. Hence be. 
fore these lists can be favorably acted upon 
it will be necessary for the company to 
make them conform to departmental re. 
quirements as heretofote stated. Should, 
however, the company neglect or refuse to 
comply with said demand and fail or re- 
fuse to make its lists of selections conform 
to the requirements of the rules of the de- 
partment, such of them asare defective 
when reached in the order of business will 
be held for cancellation and such as are in- 
valid will be cancelled. 


A similar letter was sentto Beard, 
as attorney forthe Southern Pacific 
and Oregon and California Railway 
Companies. In the cases of the two 
last named roads, 1,500,000 acres of 
land filings are defective or invalid and 
will be cancelled unless the companies 
can make them conform to the require- 
ments.

New York, Oct, 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Western Traffic Association 
tried to hold a meeting here this morn- 
ing forthe purpose of endeavoring to 
patch up differences, but was unable to 
secure a quorum and adjourned sine 
die.

then and there did dispose themselves 
against the said Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania. and did ordain, prepare and levy 
war against the said Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, tothe end that the Consti- 
tution, laws and authority might be, and 
were, defied, resisted and subverted by the . 
said defendants and their armed allies, 
contrary to the duty of allegtance and 
fidelity of said defendants, to the evil ex- 
ample of allothersin like case offending, 
contrary to the form of the act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in such cases made and pro 
vided, against the peace and dignity of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

The indictment against the Carnegie 
officials for murder reads as in the case 
of Silas Wain: 

That said defendants on the 6th day of 
July, 1892. with force and arms, did make 
an assault on Silas Wain, and feloniously.

armed with guns, etc..to overawe, intimi- 
date and frighten divers opersons in said? 
township of Mifflin, who were there lately 
before employed by said Carnegie Steel 
Company, to invade said township of Mif- 
flin, and to attack and to shoot off and dis. 
charge saildeadiy weapons against said 
persons lately employed by said Carnegie 
Stee! Company (limited.) 

In regard tothe fight on the morning 
of July 6. the bill says that defendants 
did counsel and advise the shooting. 

The grand jury's action did not cause 
much excitement among the publie 
generally, and the defendants them- 
selves took it quite coolly. The Car- 
negie officials, however, declined to be 
interviewed on the subject of the 
charges. 


Railroad Extens!on in Arizoaa.

A trust deed has been recorded here 
from the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phe- 
nix Railroadto the Mercantile Trust 
Company of New York to ‘secure a 
bonded loan of $1,550,000.

A SCOTCH RIPPER. 


Discovery of His Ghastly Work in a Glas. 
gow Garden. 

Guiascow, Oct. 11.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.] While workmen 
were digging in the garden of a resi- 
dence in the most fashionable quarter of 
ihe city they discovered a corpse, dis- 
membered and disemboweled, It 
proved to be the body of a woman be- 
tween 380 and 40 years of age. The 
family occupying the house was absent 
and a young gardener named McEwen 
was left in charge. The police immedi- 
ately sought him. but he was not to be 
found. The body was slashed and 
ripped in a manner which rivalled the 
horrible work ‘Jack the Ripper’’ per- 
formed on the bodies of the wretched 
women who met their fate at his hands. 

The only information so far gleaned 
is to the effect that McEwen was in the 
habit of receiving women in tht house 
during the absenceofthe family. After 
the discovery the garden was 
thoroughly searched, and pieces of the 
body were found in four different holes 
in the garden, and it is thought further 
search will reveal the missing parts. 
An inspection of McEwen's bedroom 
shows evidence of a terrible struggle. 
It was in great disorder. The floor, 
walls, ceiling and bed were spattered 
with clotted blood. Detectives and 
others interested in the case are of the 


opinion that the woman was killed wita 
an ax.

The Animals Taking Kindly to Their New 
Habitat. 

Sax Francisco, Oct. 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The revenue cutter 
Rush, which arrived this morning, ten 
jays from Bering Sea, brought down 
Dr. Sheldon Jackson, who has been 
spending the summer on the revenue 
rutter Bear along the coast of Sibecia 
purchasing and transporting domesti- 
cated reindeer into Alaska, as commis- 
sioned to do by the Interior Department, 
Dr. Jackson has successfully estab- 


lished a herd of 175 reindeer at Port 
Clarence, near Bering Straits. Minor 
W. Bruce of Nebraska has been ap- 
pointed superintendent of the reindeer 
station. The starting of this herd is 
the commencement of an enterprise 


which, » it is claimed, Will not 
only save from extinction the 
Esquimaux of Alaska, but will 


assist in populating and civilizing that 
region. A band of sixteen reindeer, 
turned loose by Dr. Jackson at Ounalaska 
in 1891, passed through last winter 
safely and are increasing in numbers. 

The cutter Bear entered large masses 
of ice in June and Joly, breaking her 
propellorand two anchors. Point Bar- 
row was reached safely aboutgthe mid- 
dle of August. 


CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


The Problem of Getting It to the Eastern 
Consumer. — 


San Francisco, Oct. 11.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| At the monthly meet- 
ing of the State Board of Trade this 
afternoon W. H. Millis read an address 
upon the distribution of California fruit 
in the East, in which he said: 


The question now to be considered is that 
of how we can reach the great mass of con. 
sumers in a profitable manner to the pro. 
ducerand consumer. The system of di. 
rectly distributing seems to meet the propo- 
sition. The transportation companies of 
the country stand ready to second any im.- 
provement which may be devised or be 
sought to be applied by the consignors of 
freight. Seventeen hundred carloads of 
California fruit were shipped last year to 
Chicago. Itis not to be presumed that 
only the people of Chicago want to eat our 
truit. The entire country wants our fruit, 
and the thing is to get our fruittothem. I 
would sooner have had the Legislature ap. 
propriate $1,000,000 tosend our fruit to 
Eastern agents for distribution than to ap- 
propriate a single dollar for the Columbian 
exposition. 

Mills closed his address with a motion 
that a commissioner be sent to the East 
to learn of better ways of distributing 
California fruit. 


Ex-Gov. Perkins suggested that the 
commissioner, if he be appointed, first 
ascertain what the transportation of 
fruit should cost. 


» GROWING WEAKER. 


Reports of Mrs. Harrison's Condition Now 
Very Unfavorable. 

Wasninoton, Oct. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Mrs. Harrison's consti- 
tution seems to be yielding tothe 
effects of the disease from which she is 
sufféring, and she is gradually growing 
weaker. Nourishment consisting of 
raw eggs and beef tea, which 
is so important an element in 
keeping up her strength, is now 
taken in smaller quantities. She 
rests quietly asa rule and sleeps much 
of the time, but awakes exhausted in- 
stead of refreshed. The cough, which 
was distressing at times, has ceased, 
but this is regarded as an unfavorable 
sign, indicating that the diséase 
is progressing more rapidly and 
the left lung is now involved. Tonight 
Mrs. Harrison is fairly comfortable, 
notwithstanding the unfavorable con- 
ditions. 

As significant of Mrs. Harrison's con- 
dition, the Presidént this afternoon, 
after the visit of the physician, an- 
nounced that he would not be able to 
go to New York to take part in the Co- 
lum bus celebration. 


The Episcopal Convention. 
Ba.timore, Oct. 11.—In the House of 
Bishops today Dr. Huntington, chair- 
man of the Joint Committee on Stan- 
dard Prayer-book, presented the re- 
port of his committee. It is an 
immense volume, corrected and 
revised up to date. Dr. Hunting- 
ton says it is five pages. shorter 
than the old one. He offered resolu- 
tions to the effect that the text sub- 
mitted be accepted as the book of 
common prayer if the House of Bishops 


concur, and that 1000 copies. be 
printed. 
Then Mr. Burgwin offered a resolu- 


tion intended to rearrange the articles 
and offices of the prayer book. This 
threw the house into a debate lasting 
until noon. Finally the first of the 
series of resolutions was taken up and 
lost by a large vote.

POLICE BUSINESS. 


The Commissioners Still Investi- 
gating Chinese Gambling, 


Ex-Chief Burns Tells His Story on 
the Witness Stand. 


Has Heard Rumors, but Knows Noth- 
ing of His Own Knowledge. 


A Question of Veracity Between Burns 
and Piatt—The Latter Denies That 
He is Authority: for the For- 
mer’s Statement. 


When the Police Commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon it was with the 
hope that the alleged Chinese gambling 
investigation, which has been wearily 
dragging along for some weeks past, 
would be concluded, Buteuch was not 
the case, as the witnesses examined 
gave some more rumors and street talk 
which the board wish to look into be- 
fore closing the matter up, and an ad- 
journment was taken until today for 
that purpose. 

The commission first took up the regu- 
lar routine business. 


An application from George W. But- 
terfield for appointment as speciai offi- 
cer at Stimson’s lumber yard was re- 
ceived and the petition granted, said 
officer to serve without pay from the 
city. 

The petition of Garvan & Montague” 
for a license to open a saloon on Macy 
street was denied, there being a protest 
by property-owners residing in that 
neighborhood. 

The usual list of monthly demands 
was read and approved, and a communi- 
cation from Chief Glass filed, certifying 
that he had cited to appear op same 
date J, Frank Burns and C. D. Platt to 
testify in the Chinése gambling investi- 
gation, when the board went into a 
committee of the whole to take up the 
matter in which Mr. Burns and Mr. 
Platt had been called to give evidence. 

THE GAMBLING INVESTIGATION. 

Mr. Burns, the witness on whose ac- 
count the investigation has been con- 
tinued for some weeks, was first called. 
Mr. Burns, it will be remembered, had 
been quoted by ex-Police Officer Dorsey 
as saying to him that last year he 
had told Mayor Hazard that he had in- 
dubitable proof that a member of the 
commission was receiving ‘‘boodle,’’ 
and thatthe Mayor had repiied that he 
did not believe it. Mayor Hazard could 

not recollect that any such conversation 
had ever taken place between himself 
and the ex-chief, and it was for the pur- 
pose of satisfying His Honor on this 
point that Mr. Burns was heard. 

Mr. Burns said that some time last 
year he had told the Mayor that Mr. 
Platt had stated to him that Commis- 
sioner Lewis was receiving $8350 per 
month from the gambling games in 
Chinatown, and that the police repor- 
ters of the newspapers also received 
$30 each per month to protect the 
game and not expose the scheme. 

Commissioner Lewis asked Mr. Burns 
who else had been mentioned besides 
himself as receiving money to protect 
the gamblers. 

The reply was that Mr. Taylor of Tue 
Times had been alluded toin that con- 
nection, which was the only name he 
could recall. Mr. Burbs forther: stated 


| that he had gone to Col, Otis and re- 


lated to him what he had heard, bunt 


that the Colonel, like Mayor Hazard, 
discredited the report. [This had refer- 
ence tothe report so far as it re- 


ferred to Messrs. Lewis. and Taylor. 

Mr. Burns went on t0 say that the 
reason he took so much interest in the 
matter was because he had watched 
the thing closely when he was in the 
office of chief of police, and had natur- 
ally since endeavored tokeep track of 
the Chinatown affairs. When: he. went 
on the force, he said, he found that up- 
ward of $40,000 had been used as 
‘“‘boodle,’? most of which could have 
been turned into the cite treasury, and 
he had instituted measures by which 
Chinese games were to be raided and 
fines collected at the rate of $36,000 a 
year, which money would go tg thecity, 
and that Chinese opium dens ‘should be 
suppressed.* This plan was only” in 
operation a short time, when some 
changes occurred in the board, and an 
order was issued that no gambling 
should be allowed under any circum- 
stances, which rule, he said, he carried 
out with great severity, imasmuch as a 
member of the same board finally came 
around and told him to Jet up a little 
on it. 

‘‘Hervey Lindley came to me,’’ the 
witness continued, ‘and said, ‘Burns, 
you are getting a good salary, $250 a 
month, and we are getting wind; let 
the games go on.’ ”’ 

‘‘How do you know that there is any 
sort of gambling going on now about 
town?’’ asked Capt. McKay. 

‘‘Because,’’ replied the ex-chief, ‘‘I 
have seen elaborate faro outfits, and 
people don’t spend money on articles 
which they have no use for.”’ 

Mr. Burns was examined at consider- 
able length, but nothing of a specific 
nature orought out. He never heard 
Chief Glass accused of taking boodle, 
but he had heard that the captain and 
others were taking it. The.witness did 
not know anything of his own knowl- 
edge, but had heard rumors and reports. 

e sources of his information, he said, 

ere private detectives, aside from Mr. 

latt, but, as he used themin his’ busi- 
ness, he declined to give their names, 
and was finally excused. 

When C. D. Platt was called tha 
gentleman flatly denied ever having 
made any statements in regard to gam- 
bling or that he knew or had heard that 
officials were receiving money to allow 
the same torun. . 

He denied having ever told Mr. 
Burns any such thing as he had been 
quoted as saying. but, on the contrary, 
said that Mr. Burns was the one who 
told, him. Of course there had been 
numberless rumors come to his ears, but 
as to actual fact he knew absglutely 
nothing. 

Commissioner Lewis stated that he 
wished to be sworn in the matter and 
said under gath that he had never been 
offered money by gambiers,of any race, 
and that he had not the slightest knowl- 
edge of gambling going on in any quar- 
ter of the city. 

Ex-Police Officer Dorsey was also 
briefly examined, but nothing of impor-

An attempt was also made to secure 
the attendance of Capt. Emil Harris, 
but that gentleman could not be found.

A Law Prohibiting the Employment of 

Convict Labor on Government Contracts. 

Co.tumsBvs (O.,) Oct. 4.—Gen. G. P. M. 
Turner, the eloquent Republican orator 
of Tennessee, is in thecity tonight to 
confer with Chairman Dick, of the State 
Committee. He will probably make 
several speeches in Ohio during the 
campaign. In conversation with the 
Commercial Gazette correspondent the 
General called attention to one of the 
official acts of Grover Cleveland while he 
was President, which seems to have thus 
far escaped the attention of both cam- 
paign speakers and writers. Living in 
Tennessee, Gen. Turter is naturally 
greatly interested in the convict labor 
question, and has watched closely offi- 
cial acts relating to it. Said he: 
‘There is one reason, if no other, why 
no workingman can afford to vote for 
Cleveland.

It was in- 
troduced in the House by Mr. Neidring- 
haus of Missouri, passed there without 
material opposition and went through 
the Senate without protest or amend- 
ment. But when it reached the White 
House for the President’s signature, | 
necessary to make it an operative law, 
Cleveland calmly vetoed it.

born, white or black, this sovereign 
right, guaranteed by the Constitution 
—the free and honest popular ballot, 
the just and equal representation of all 
the people, as well as the just and 
equal protection under the laws as the 
foundation of our republican § instita- 
tions, and the party will never relax 
its efforts until the integrity of the ballot 
and the purity of clections shall be fully 
guaranteed and protected in every 
State. 

Now, we would like to ask what there 
isin this to inspire terror in the heart 
or any fair-minded, liberty-loving and 
law-respecting citizen North or South’ 
It calls for ‘‘a free and unrestricted 
ballot;” ‘just and equal representa- 
tion;'’ and for the maintenance of the 
Vintegrity of the ballot and the purity 
of elections.’ Is there anything op- 
pressive and tyrannical in that? Is it 
not what we are endeavoring to guar- 


antee all over the North, as well as. 


throughout the South? 

Why, then, are the Southern people so 
thin-skinned abont the announcement 
of this broad principle, which must be 
the very corner-stone of a popular gov- 
ernment? Why do they ‘‘almost shud- 
der’’ when contemplating a picture 
evolved from this broad dec'aration of 
American rights? 

“The wicked flee when no man pur- 
sueth.’’ “A guilty conscience needs no 
accuser." The people of the South 
know that, in the maintenance of their 
doctrine of “a white man’s goyern- 
ment,’’ they have resorted to fraud, 
force and intimidation, until they have 
made these the rules of their elections. 
They know that, while counting their 
negro population along with the whites 
as citizens for whom to claim represen- 
tation in the electoral ‘coHege and in 
Congress, they have denied the preroga- 
tives of citizens to the negroes. Thus 
thev have practically nullified the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth amendments to 
the Constitution; 
mitted a great outrage on the race to 
whom they deny the franchise, and 
they have perpetrated a fraud ufon 
the other States of the Union by holding 
a larger representation in national 
legislation than they are entitled to by 
their own rule of action. Now, the 
negro in the South is either a citizen or 
he is not a citizen. If he is enough of 
a citizen to be counted such in the 
census and to be included when the 
apportionment for Congressional repre- 
sentation is made. he is enough of a 
citizen todeposita free and untram- 
meled vote for Congressman or any 
other representative. If the people of 
the South areso insistent on ‘‘a white 
man's government,’’ and are strong 
enough to nullify a part of the Consti- 
tution to secure it, let them then accept 
a white man’s representation. They 
have practiced their rank fraud upon 
the other States of this Nation about as 
long as it is endurable. ) 

If a bill were introduced in Congress 
citing that, whereas, the several 
State governments of the South are 
avowedly ‘“‘white men’s governments,”’ 
and that the enfranchising of the col- 
ored race is practically a dead letter 
and a failure, and that, therefore, the 
representation of said States in the 
electoral college and in Congress shall 
be réduced to the basis of the white 


_population in such States—what a howl 


would be raised! This to-do over the 
Force Bill would be nothing in com- 
parison to it. | 

Now, it does not comport with the 
dignity and integrity of the United 
States to make.any such declaration. 
The Fourteenth and Fifteenth amend- 
ments are in the Constitution, and they 
are there to stay.

The colored 
race must and shall be enfranchiselfi 
in the South as well as in the 
North. The severest criticism we have 
to.make against the Republican party 
is that it has been too dilatory, too 
easy-going about this matter of such 
vital importance.

If we could 
not get fair representation in any other 
way, we would march an army down 
there and declare martial law. |

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THE COURTS. 


Verdict for the Plaintiff in the 
Wilson Damage Suit. 


Awarded the Full Amount Claimed, 
With Iuterest and Costs. 


Another Heavy Damage*Suit Com- 
menced Against a Railroad. 


Chinaman on Trial for Assault With a 
Deadly Weapon—A Young Woman 
Adjuged Insane—Gencral 
Court Notes, 


Judge Clark and-a jury were occupied 
yesterday, for the fourth day, in the 
trial of the damage suit instituted by 
Mrs. M. Wilson against the Southern 
California Railway Company for the 
loss of certain furniture, which was de- 
stroyed by fire after it had been shipped 
here from Chicago and stored in de- 
fendant’s freight depot in this city in 
1887. 
One witness was called in rebuttal, 
and four in sur-rebuttal during the 
morning, and this closed the testimony. 
The matter was then argued by Messrs. 
Guthrie, Brunson and Wells and finally 
submitted to the jury at 4:40 o'clock; 
that body returned into court about an 
hour later with a verdict for the plain- 
tif in the sum of $5222.66 and costs. 
ANOTHER BIG DAMAGE SUIT. 
Another big damage suit against a 
railroad company came op for trial in 
Department Four yesterday afternoor, 
the plaintiff being Mrs. Arcadia B. de 
Baker, and the defendant corporation, 
the Riverside, Santa Ana and Les 
Angeles Railway Company, which has 
since been incorporated with others 
under the title of the Southern Cali- 


*fornia Railway Company. 


The plaintiff alleges in her complaint 
that the defendant corporation con- 
structed a levee along the banks of the 
Los, Angeles River with a total disre- 
gard forits currents, and caused it to 
diverge from its natural channel, so 
that after a heavy rainon January 26, 
1890, the waters of said river flowed 
on to. plaintiff's land, cut a deep channel 
through it, carried away six miles of 
fence and destroved 900 acres of her 
property. She asks, therefore, that the 
nuisance thus created be removed, and 
that she recover damages in the sum of 
$155,705.26. 

The defendant claims that it was 
authorized bv an ordinance to construct 
said levee for the protection of its lines 
along the banks of the river, and that 
it has no knowledge that the construc- 
tion of said levee was a nuisance to 
plaintiff, and she never notified it that 
such was the case. 

The work of selecting a jury occupied 
part of the afternoon session, Messrs. 
Wells, Monroe and Lee appearing for 
the plaintiff and .Messrs. Brunson and 
Hatch for the defendant; but the panel 
Was not completed and the matter went 
over until this morning.

torney consenting thereto, it was or- 
dered that the jurors be conducted by 
Deputy Sheriff Cruz to the doorway of 
the Wong Choo building, on Chippie 
alley. off Los Angeles street, where the 
offense was alleged to have been com- 
mitted. The jurors returned at 11 
o’clock and the case was then proceeded 
with, the following witnesses being 
called and examined inrebuttal: H. A. 
McLane, L. R. Harris and Se Coy. 
This closed the testimony, and after ar- 
gument the matter was submitted to 
the jury at 3:15 o’clock. An hour 
later that body returned into court 
with a verdict of conviction, and the 
defendant was thereupon ordered to ap- 
pear for sentence on Thursday rorn- 
ing. 
ACTION TO QUIET TITLE. 

The case of Gustav Kleman vs. Anto- 
nio Depace and Antonto Benicio, an 
action to quiet title to and enjoining 
defendants from trespassing on plain- 
tiff's homestead in section 12, town- 
ship 1 south, range 18 west, came up 
for hearing before Judge Wade in De-’ 
partment Three yesterday. The de- 
fendant Benicio not being present, his 
council asked for a continuance, but as 
the plaintiff was ready and’ anxious to 
proceed, the Court ordered that his tes- 
timony be taken and the matter then 
continued until Benicio appeared. 

From the pleadings it was ascer- 
tained that both Kieman and Benicio 
claim to have located homesteads on 
the same piece of unsurveyed Govern- 
ment land, and that each seeks to oust 
the other therefrom.

Since the death of her 
mother,. which occurred about four 
months ago, Miss Murphy has been sub- 
ject to spells of melancholia and hys- 
teria, and delusions of hearing, and has 
exhibited other traits of approaching 
mania, which have of late increased to 
an alarming degree.

The Muddle Caused by Goodwin's Disap- 
pearance—General News Notes. 

The muddle into which Goodwin, the con. 
tractor, has managed to put his affairs re- 
garding the two new school buildings is 
anything but pleasant to contemplate. 
When Goodwin skipped out, leaving the 
buildings about half finished, it was gener. 
ally thought that it would amount to noth. 
ing, as his bondsmen would simply step in 
and finish the contract. In conversation 
with City Attorney W. A. Bell last night he 
expressed the opinion, however, that this 
could not be legally done, unless Goodwin 
is found, and signs an absolute release of 
the contract, giving the bondsmen power of 
attorney to sign his (Goodwin's) name. 
The city cannot pay out money on any -iin- 

rovement or public building in excess of 

100, except by contract. If Goodwin can- 
not be found the city will simply have to ad- 
vertise for new bids to finish the buildings. 
This will be a long dely to the half-finished 
buildings. It stands the Perry Lumber 
Company in hand, according to the opin- 
ion of Judge Bell, to find Goodwin, as they 
are already out about $10,000 in lumber 
in the new buildings. The bondsmen and 
their attorney are expected up today, and 
in consultation with the City Attorney will 
probably come to some definite conclusion 
in the matter.
